Texas-style dedication 
for Johnson’s library

AUSTIN, Texas (Reuter). — Former 
President Lyndon Johnson, now lead- 
ing a quiet Ufe on his LEI ranch 
near this state capital, will soon 
be bouncing back into the public 
eye in true Texas atyle. 

The past six presidents of the 
United States have all had libraries 
dedicated to their life and times. 
The Lyndon Baines Johnson Library 
to be opened here soon is to be 
the biggest and best of them all. 

A total of 31 mHHon documents 
and papers will be housed in the 
monolithic, modernistic, marble- 
clad building now receiving f- 
Dishing touches on the campus of 
the University of Texas. This is six 
timea as many documents as the 
Franklin D. ‘Roosevelt Hbrary con- 
tains. 

President Nixon has indicated he 
will probably attend the formal de- 
dteation of the library on May 22. 
But the star of the show is bound 
to be his predecessor in office. - 

Mr. Johnson is said by his friends 
to be living “the peaceful πῆς of 


confounding

There is the brief but moving 
letter which Lady Bird Johnson 
wrote her husbend in 1964 when 
the president, assailed from ail 
sides and deeply despondent, was 
thinking of quitting. 

“Beloved,” she wrote, “you are 
as brave'a man as Harry Truman 
— or FDR. — or Lincoln You 
can go on to find some peace, 
some achievement amidst all the 
pain.” 

Also on show: the small, type 
written card, heavily amended in 
pencil by Mr, Johnson, prepared on on 
the flight back to Washington from 
‘Dallas where President Kennedy had 
been slain in November, 1963. They 
were Mr. Johnson's first words to 
the American people as president. 

"I will do my ‘best,” he said. 
“That is all I can do. I ask only 
for your help — and God's.” 

Other exhibits Include the uews 
agency message, ripped off the 
Reuter’s teleprinter in the White 
House on April 3, 1968, which gave 
the president his first word that 
Hanoi was ready to talk about end- 
ing the war.

Ι ceived international recognition 
for developing a wegetable subsis- 
tute for cow’s milk. The institute of 
food technologists of the United 
States has given its industrial 
achievement award for 1971 to the 
Central Food Technological Re- 
search Institute at Bangalore, in 
South India. 

This is the first time the award 
hes gone to an organization outside 
the U.S.A. The Indian Institute has 
developed a drink called Miltone 
from groundnut isolate and hydro- 
ised starch which is @3 nutritious 
as cow's milk and much cheaper. 

When this product is manufac- 
tured on a commercial scale, India 
would no longer ueed to import 
skimmed milk powder to support 
Government schemes to provide 
cheap milk to millions of under- 
nourished children. 

Large quantities of milk powder 
are at present i ἃ from Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and other coun- 
tries with milk surpluses. And much 
larger imports are envisaged under 
Operation Flood, the ambitious Gov- 
ernment plan to create a milk grid

Koc, who has two daughters and 
five sons, thinks that the Govern- 
ment should find a solution. He 
was married 25 years ago and paid 
25 lira (£7) for his bride. “Every- 
thing was cheap then,” he said. 
“The Government should at least 
fix a price so that brides do not 
grow more and more expensive all 
the time as if they were imported.” 
Tn 1925 the reforming Govern- 
ment of Kemal Ataturk passed a 
jaw forbidding the Bride Price, but 
in spite of a penalty of up to 
six months in jail and a 500 lira 
(£14) fine, the law has never been 
applied. 
“Unless women become econo- 
mically independent they will be 
treated as second-class citizens,” 
says Mrs. Nermin Abadan, a pro- 
fessor of politics and sociology at

The tradition of the purchase of 
the bride goes back ag far as Ho- 
meric and Biblical times. It sprang 
from noble enough motives before 
developing imto the present state. 
Bride Price was intended to 
show men. that acquiring women is 
not easy and implicates hardship 
and sacrifice. In this way it was 
believed to have made men value 
women more. And if the women 
were subsequently rejected they 
could return to their fathers’ homes 
where the Bride Price would be 
kept as a safety fund, 

In Turkish towng the custom does 
not exist and once villagers move 
to towns they tend to forget about 
i. But in rural Turkey the 
custom is widespread. Prices may 
vary from one village to another; 
beautiful or rich girla fetch more 
money in some, while in others 
girls are sold by weight, the 
fattest being the most desirable and 
the most expensive.
